Program

When  I  graduate  from  college,  1  want  to  work  in  the  field  of 
numismatics.  1  got  an  early  start  preparing  for  my  career  when  my 
parents  enrolled  me  in  the  ANA  Numismatic  Scholars  Program  as 
part  of  my  home  school  program.  I  began  the  program  in 
September  of  2007  as  a  school  elective. 

When  I  received  the  course  materials  from  the  ANA,  it  included 
books  and  DVD’s  for  six  different  correspondence  courses.  The 
titles  of  the  course  books  were  as  follows: 

•  Introduction  to  Numismatics 

•  Grading  Coins  Today 

•  Detecting  Counterfeit  and  Altered  U.S.  Coins 

•  Grading  Mint  State  U.S.  Coins 

•  The  Modem  Minting  Process 

•  U.S.  Minting  Errors  and  Varieties. 

The  DVD’s  go  along  with  the  Detecting  Counterfeit  and  Altered 
U.S.  Coins,  and  the  Grading  Mint  State  U.S.  Coins  correspondence 
courses.  The  way  that  the  program  works  is  that  you  pick  a  course 
and  can  study  as  long  as  needed.  After  studying,  there  is  a  test  at 
the  back  of  each  book  to  be  completed.  After  completing  each  test, 
it  is  sent  to  the  ANA  and  they  will  grade  it  and  if  you  pass,  they 
will  send  a  diploma  in  about  six  weeks  showing  your  score.  To 
pass,  the  score  needs  to  be  at  least  75  or  higher.  If  the  score  is 
between  92  and  95.9,  it  is  considered  Honors  and  if  the  score  is  96 
or  higher,  it  is  considered  High  Honors.  If  you  don’t  pass  the  first 
time,  the  ANA  allows  you  to  take  the  test  again  to  get  a  higher 
score. 

There  is  no  particular  order  that  is  required  to  take  the  courses  and 
there  is  no  limit  on  how  long  you  can  take  to  complete  the  whole 
program. 
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When  each  test  has  been  passed  successfully,  there  is  a  final  exam 
that  is  required  to  complete  the  program.  It  has  around  two 
hundred  questions  and  can  take  as  long  as  three  hours.  The  test  has 
to  be  scheduled  in  advance  with  the  ANA  and  it  has  to  be 
proctored. 

1  arranged  to  take  my  final  exam  at  my  local  library.  The  scoring 
for  the  final  is  the  same  as  all  the  other  tests.  If  you  pass,  the  ANA 
sends  you  a  Numismatic  Scholars  Diploma  in  about  six  weeks, 
along  with  your  score. 

I  was  able  to  learn  a  great  many  things  from  all  the  courses  but  I 
think  the  two  courses  that  I  really  got  the  most  out  of  were  The 
Modem  Minting  Process  and  the  U.S.  Minting  Errors  and 
Varieties.  These  courses  showed  me  how  coins  are  made  at  the 
Mints  and  the  different  types  of  errors  that  occur  during  the 
minting  process.  But  I  also  learned  a  lot  of  other  things  as  well, 
like  how  to  grade  different  coins,  how  to  find  out  whether  a  coin  is 
counterfeit  or  not,  the  right  tools  for  any  type  of  numismatic  job, 
and  also  about  the  history  of  many  different  areas  of  numismatics. 

I  just  recently  took  my  final  exam  on  December  1st,  and  on 
December  27th  I  found  out  that  I  passed  my  final  exam  with  a 
score  of  81.5.  The  ANA  will  be  sending  out  my  diploma  soon  and 
it  should  come  sometime  in  mid-January.  I  can’t  wait.  It’s  a  great 
program  and  I  would  recommend  that  anyone  interested  in  coins 
and  coin  collecting  should  try  it.  I’m  glad  that  I  did.

Zach,  thank  you  for  this  article,  and  congratulations  on  doing  so 
well  on  the  final  exam.  I  would  also  like  to  commend  your  parents 
for  the  support  that  they  have  provided  to  encourage  your  personal 
numismatic  interests.  You  are  a  fabulous  credit  to  the  GSNA  and 
the  Ocean  County  Coin  Club.  As  you  get  older,  and  more  mobile 
(you  can  drive  yourself)  consider  exploring  attending  additional  NJ 
clubs  in  order  to  expand  your  numismatic  knowledge.
